Thanks  for  sending  and  the  ETA.  The  RA  had  a rough  afternoon  out  here.  There  cannot  be  a

3)  we  may  require  mobile  lab  support  for  metals  in  sediment.  I have  Dan  Wall  on  tap  to  discuss 
detection  limits  of  XRF  with  Mark  McDaniel  tomorrow,  and  if  it  will  meet  some  or  all  of  our 
needs. 

4)  absent  that,  I need  to  know  where  the  direction  to  use  only  one  lab  came  from  (One  of  the 
regions,  HQs,  or  your  corporate). 

I'm  sure  there's  more,  but  I need  sleep.  I will  try  to  call  in  the  morning  to  flesh  this  out  a bit.  Or 
better  yet,  I need  One  of  the  Weston  managers  on  the  8:30  ops  call  in  the  morning.
